BROWN ROT CONQUERED. 


Belief That Worst Foe of Stone Fruit 
Growers Is Under Control. 
I he Rural New’ Yorker says that 
brown rot, the most destructive fu n ­ 
gous disease known to the peach or­ 
chardist, has finally been put under 
control. 
J. Ii. Hale of Georgia and 
Connecticut paid his respects to the 
brown rot disease in tile following 
terms: 
“The brown rot is so great a 
| factor for evil in the raising of peaches 
for the market that in ti few years 
more it would have accomplished the 
complete failure of my orchard plaint 
in the state of Georgia, 
We can mas­ 
ter or control every oilier enemy of 
the peach by up to date methods and 
precautions, but until now we have 
had no weapon that would touch the 
brown rot fungus.** 
And then he con­ 
tinued to say that “the use of tile self 
boiled lime sulphur spray as a foliage 
treatm ent for the peach tree, recently 
discovered by W. AI. Scott of the United 
States departm ent of agriculture, alone 
would swing the future status of my 
fortune from failure to success.’’ 
Tile importance of this spray to Mr 
Hale readies to every other peach 
grow er in the country, with somewhat 
less force, except perhaps, to orchard 
ists in the arid regions of the west 
where the climatic conditions are un­ 
friendly to the career of the destruc 
tlve fungus. 
In the early peach sec 
tion of Georgia the work of Mr. Scott 
means the restoration of prosperous 
peach growing, where recently the in­ 
dustry has had to be abandoned solely 
on account of brown rot.

lins been pushed farther south into

Note tile tire from heaven in chapter 
I, IO, 12, and compare Rev. vi, 5. 
We should have noticed iii last les­ 
son the penitence of Ahab and the 
Lord’s forbearance and long suffering 
(I Kings xxi, 27-29). 
Truly He is not 
willing that any sic uh! perish III Pet. 
iii, 9). 
Now we came iii our lesson of to 
day to something wholly unique in the 
Billie story, for, although Enoch also 
was translated, we have no record of 
the 
incidents 
connected 
therewith. 
Only these two have ever left tin* earth 
without dying, but a great company 
will have this privilege when Jesus 
shall come to the air for His church 
(I Cor. xv, 51, 52: I Tiles*, iv, lfi-18). 
T here is a fearful record iii Rev. xix. 
20, of two men who shall be cast into 
the lake of fire without dying.

When 
Elijah considered what he had passed 
through we do n< t wonder that he said 
to the man who wanted a double por­ 
tion of his spirit. "Thou hast asked a 
hard thing.” 
Lew are filhal with the 
spirit just f<»r that reason. It is a hard 
thing—not hard for God to grant, bnt 
for us to lie willing to re- cive. accord­ 
ing to Luke xiv. 2d. 27. 03. 
Many are 
called, but few are chosen, for the 
same reason. 
I have often fried to picture these 
two men as they walked on together. 
We may not know which way Elijah 
looked, but there <an be no doubt
